Allied powers, 
Europe, cffeclix-e 1 June, and to 
have you placed on inactive status 
upon your return to the United 
States. 


In his letter, Eisenhower made 


no reference to the fact that he has 
agreed to accept the Republican 
nomination for pi csident if it should 
be tendered him. 


The letter simply said:

"I request that you initiate ap- 


propriate action to secure my re- 
lease from assignment as supreme 
commander, Allied powers Europe, 
by approximately June 1st, and 
that I be placed on inactive status 
upon my return to the United 
States.

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Voters' Write-In Fever 


Hits Unfair Primary Laws 


The "write-in fever" that has marked the nation's 1952 


primaries ought to be well studied by party leaders in all 
states. It is the voters' commentary on the absurd confusion 
and inequity of our primary laws. 


As they are now framed, these statutes do not generally 


provide a fair test of strength between the leading presiden- 
tial candidates. / 


The heavy write-ins in states like Minnesota and Ne- 


braska are a demonstration of popular irritation with this in- 
tolerable situation. The voters want a chance to vote on all 
candidates. 
It is evident that except where they are ex- 


pressly forbidden by. law, they will take matters into their 
own hands and put down the name of the man they want. 


The candidates' personal inclinations are partly respon- 


sible for the scarcity of good primary tests. They naturally 
refrain from entering states where they feel their showing 
might be poor, and leap into areas that look promising. 


But they are encouraged in their reluctance by the od- 


dities of the various state laws. A man may believe that a 
particular test will be unfair, or inconclusive, or unproduc- 
tive of real gains in convention delegates. 


• 
• • 


A candidate actually needs legal counsel to make these 


decisions. Faced with the incredible complications, in any 
instance he is more likely to stay out than go in. 


There is no question at all that some primary laws have 


been drafted by state leaders who were trying to stack the 
cards for or against a particular man in a particular year. 
They seem deliberately designed to block a fair test- 


Some states require a candidate's written consent for his 


entry, some do not. Some allow write-ins, some do not. Here 
and there a popularity contesrresult is binding, but more 
often it is merely advisory, leaving the delegates free to ig- 
nore the voters' recommendations if they choose.

WASHINGTON— (NEA)-All the pressures, doubts and .uncertain- 


ties formerly on President Harry Truman—"To run, or not to run?"— 
have now Ijeen transferred automatically to the desk of Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson in Springfield, III. 


The result is that the Illinois governor 1* today probably the most 


perplexed man in America. All his personal inclinations are against 
running for the presidency—this year. 


He has an unfinished job to do in Illinois. He likes it there. Get- 


ting into the presidential campaign will be dirty business. He would 
have to defend the record of the Democratic administrations of the 
past 20 years. 


Opposing Tatt or Eisenhower or Warren will be tough. Winning 


even the Democratic nomination from Kefauver, Russell et al will 
be tough for Governor Stevenson, entering the race at this late date 
when the others have a head start. 


Confronted by all these and other complexities, President Truman 


decided not to run. 


Four years from now, Goveinor Stevenson's riddle might be a 


lot easier to answer? His job in Illinois will be nearer completion. 
He will then be only 56 years old, still young enough to stand the 
strain of four years in the White House. 


In 1956. Governor Stevenson will have the advantage of being 


able to organize earlier for a campaign. He will be better known, na- 
tionally, by reason of a four-year build-up. 


And assuming that a Republican will be elected President in 1952, 


the Democratic candidate will have the advantage of being able to 
criticize, instead ot having to defend.

in 1933. . . . Our contact was frequent but not close or daily. I had 
no further contact with him until I met him again in the State Depart- 
ment when I went to work there in 1945.

(Governor Stevenson then traced his acquaintance with Hiss, ex- 


plaining how he came in contact with him, first at the San Francisco 
United Nations Charter conference, during preparation of the charter 
presentation for the U. S. senate, again at the first UN General As- 
sembly meeting in London, 1936, and at the UN General Assembly 
meeting in New York, 1947.) Then the deposition resumed: 


Q—Have you known other persons who have known Mr. Alger Hiss? 
A—Yes. 
Q—From the speech of those persons, can you state what the 


reputation of Alger Hiss for integrity, loyalty and veracity?

This ended the direct interrogation. 
In the cross-interrogation, 


read by U. S. Attorney Thomas Murphy, who prosecuted Hiss. Gov- 
ernor Stevenson stated he had never been a guest In the Hiss home, 
had never heard that Hiss took secret documents from the State De- 
partment files, never knew that Hiss was a Communist or Communist 
sympathizer. 


In explanation of this deposition, on the "Meet the Press" televi- 


sion show, Governor Stevenson explained that he was a lawyer and 
as such he believed it was the duty of everyone to give testimony 
willingly and honestly, whenever asked. "The ultimate timidity," he 
declared, "would be not to testify." 


The governor went- on to explain that, believing as he did in legal 


responsibilities, whenever a jury of citizens rendered Its verdict after 
a fair trial, he was willing to accept the verdict of that jury. 


In other words, he gave his endorsement to the conviction of Hiss.

'pie, F. H. M. writes, "once having 
started taking shots for desensitiz- 
ing in hay fever, is it necessary> 
to keep it up all year, or can th«'l' 
patient get relief by building up 
his immunity for a few months 
immediately preceding the pollen 
season? 


"I have obtained remarkable re- 


lief from shots taken approxi- 
mately once a week from April 1 
to August 15. Is it better to keep 
up these injections all the year 
around, or is it 
satisfactory to 


build up each season?" 


This is a difficult 
question tcj> 


answer, since there is some differ- 
ence of opinion about it. Som« 
doctors believe that at least some 
patients do better if they receive 
injections all the year round—the 
so-called "perennial" treatment. 
Other patients seem to do well if 
they take the injections for sev- 
eral months prior to the August 15 
beginning of the fall ragweed-hay 
fever season. 


The decision as to which methi* 


od to follow should rest with the 
doctor giving the treatments, but 
in a case such as that given the 
fact that the results were 
good 


with the seasonal treatment, sug- 
gests that that method is all'right 
for him. In any event, either 
method is much better than wait- 
ing until the last minutte to start 
injections. 


Relief Is Greater Now 
,1| 


Sufferers from hay fever do not 


all get the same amount of relief 
from this treatment. 
However, 


the results obtained today are bet- 
ter for some people 
than 
they 


were several years ago. Some 
people who receive the treatment 
get almost complete 
relief; 
a 


larger number are greatly improv- 
ed, that is, instead of being com- 
pletely miserable for three or four 
weeks they may be really uncom-W 
fortable for only a few days. 


Some people seem to get little, 


if any relief from this treatment 
and these must be considered as 
failures. But the number of peo- 
ple who are in this group seem 
to be contsantly shrinking. 


With this in mind people who 


have fall hay fever and plan to 
try the injection treatment should 
start soon. 
The improved pollen 


extracts and increased knowledge' II 
of -what doses to give has greatly 
improved the chances for complete 
recovery or at least enough im- 
provement to' make 
injections 


worth while.

Republicans Charge 
Plot to Keep Demos 
In Office for Life 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


A roaring senate argumen 
has been fired up by Presi 
dent Truman's plans to shift 
more than 21,000 federal job 
holders from political patron- 
age status to civil service. 


Unless either the house or senate 


kills the surprise move within 60 
days, it becomes law under terras 
of the government reorganization 
act of 1949. 


The battle is expected to be de 


cided in the senate where since 
1789 most senators have nad the 
'privilege of confirming federal of- 
ficials "appointed by the president 
and with the consent of the sen- 
ate." 


The surprise reorganization plans 


submitted yesterday would apply 
to a long list of favorite political 
plums, including 21,438 postmaster, 
64 United States marshals, i)l col- 
lectors of customs and a Jarge 
number of other customs oiticials 


Some Republicans charged Tru- 


man with foreseeing a Republican 
victory in the fall elections and 
moving to blanket thousands ot 
Democratic officials under civil 
service protection. 


A veteran Democrat, Sen. George 


of Georgia promptly announced his 
opopsition and added: 


"If the senate .has any respect 


for its reponsibilities in selecting 
and confirming honest and eiticient 
officials, the move will be defeat- 
ed." 


Strong support for the reorgani- 


zation came from three younger 
Democratic senators, Monroney ot 
Oklahoma, Moody of Michigan 'ana 
Humphrey of Minnesota. 


They previously had introduced 


an even broader bill that would put 
'federal district attorneys as well 
as postmasters, marshals and 
customs officials under civil serv- 
ice. 


Chairman McClellan (D-Ark) of 


the senate committee on govern- 
ment operations, which will handle 
the plans before a senate vote, op- 
posed them, saying: 


"I think it's a mistake to let 


policy-making officials be selected 
by the civil service commission 
without senate confirmation." 


The president, in his message to 


congress, said the plans cannot 
"rightfully 
be opposed on the 


grounds that they help or harm any 
political groups." 


Republicans, who have not held 


the presidency since 1932, violently 
disagreed with this. 


"It's obvious that Truman ex- 


pects a Republican victory in No- 
vember," Sen. Mundt (R-SD) said. 
"I don't think congress will adopt 
any legislative, ledgerdemaln by 
which are blanketed in a lot of 
patronage Jobholders."
